It was found near 
the Lindbergh home and

kidnaping. An expert testified 
that wood that went into its con­

mtnn’s home in the Bronx. 
The court stated also that the 
regular presence in court of Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh 
was 
no 
reason for it to reverse the con­ 
viction. It overruled the conten­ 
tion that the trial was a 
“cir­ 
cus.” 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh left 
New York by plane for an unan­ 
nounced destination 
aparently 
without having learned of the 
court’s decision. 
Edward J. Reilly, who directed 
the Hauptmann defense but who 
had not part in the appeal, said 
the decision was probably - judic­ 
ially correct,” but that he still 
believed Hauptmann was inno­ 
cent of the murder. 
It was planned at the prison to 
notify Hauptmann of the court’s 
action late today. Throughout all 
the days of suspense he has main­ 
tained the iron calm that im­ 
pressed court observers during 
his trial. 
No advance indication had 
been given by the court that the 
Hauptmann case decision 
was 
ready for announcement. The 
case was No. 99 on a list of 106. 
In view of today’s decison, 
Hauptmann will be re-sentenced 
to death by Justice Trenchard, 
possibly within two weeks. 
Hauptmann’s counsel has three 
months in which to req uest a re­ 
view by the United States su­ 
preme court. Such 
a petition, 
however, would not automatical­ 
ly stay Hauptmann’s execution. 
A stay of execution would be nec­ 
essary. It could be granted by 
the New Jersey courts or by a 
justice of the United States su­ 
preme court.

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OUR “HANDS OFF” POLICY 
Congress and the President deserv e the appre­ 
ciation of the nation for the strict neu trality 
policy th a t has been adopted in the face of the 
impending danger of a m ajor conflict in Eu rope. 
While the program was to be adopted regardless 
of the Italian-E thiopian qu arrel, it is significant 
th a t it has become an activ e measu re at this 
time. 


There was little danger of the United States 
becoming inv olv ed in the hostilities between Italy 
as the aggressor, and has mov ed to enforce sanc­ 
tions against th a t cou ntry , opens the way wide 
for fu rther entanglem ents th a t may easly resu lt 
in another great Eu ropean war. 
England has been the leader in threatening 
pu nitiv e measu res against Italy and has nego­ 
tiated an alliance with France whereby th at 
cou ntry will join hands with England to carry ou t 
sanctions set forth by the leagu e regardless of 
the co-operation of other leagu e members. 
While the rights of a neu tral nation according 
to international law, perm it it to come and go 
as it pleases on the high seas, su ch u nlim ited 
traffic is bou nd to resu lt in grav e consequ ences 
to the cou ntry in qu estion. It was responsible 
for this cou ntry becoming inv olv ed in the World 
war. Under the present “hands off” measu re, all 
su ch rights will be waiv ed by the United States 
in order to keep strictly ou t of trou ble. Su ch ac­ 
tion on the part of this cou ntry does, in effect, 
make it a party to the leagu e sanctions by indi­ 
rection, bu t all commerce lost on this accou nt 
m ight as well be lost any how if the same ex peri­ 
ence wou ld again be enjoy ed as du ring the World 
war. The money loaned and the money du e for 
produ cts sold the nations of Eu rope is still owing 
to u s with no prospect of ev er getting it. 
In su bstance, the neu tralty measu re adopted 
tells Eu ropean nations plainly th at we will not 
finance and will not fight another war for them. 
Ev ery American citizen shou ld cheer su ch a proc­ 
lam ation. 


THOSE FEROCIOUS TIGERS 
Baseball fortu ne has at last been kind to De­ 
troit, bestowing u pon the au tomobile city its first 
world cham pionship by v irtu e of the hard earned 
v ictory in the series with the Chicago Cu bs. 
As baseball goes, Detroit has many times been 


a bridesmaid bu t nev er a bride, u ntil this y ear. 
The Tigers won the American leagu e cham pion­ 
ship on fou r other occasions, in 1907 and 1908 
being beaten by Chicago both of these y ears, in 
1909 with the honors going to the Pirates and in 
1934 when Saint Lou is beat them in th a t mem­ 
orable v egetable throwing ^contest, started by the 
fans. The v ictory of Detroit retu rns the cham ­ 
pionship to the American leagu e for the first 
time since the New York Yankees beat Chicago 
in 1932. 
The six games necessary to decide the cham ­ 
pionship were each as hard fou ght as any th a t 
ev er m arked world’s series play . Both team s 
play ed heads-u p ball all the way with only a few 
occasional lapses which are bou nd to occu r. The 
greater ex perience of the older play ers, which 
comprised the Detroit line-u p, was m atched by 
the dash and fight of the y ou nger Chicago play ­ 
ers. Fine sportsm anship prev ailed between the 
riv al play ers with the only contention inv olv ing 
one of the u mpires. 
Both team s were well liked throu ghou t the 
cou ntry becau se of the high calibre of their abil­ 
ity and personal condu ct, bu t the v ictory is pop­ 
u lar one for more than one reason. It being the 
first cham pionship for Detroit, a m ajority are 
glad to see the Tigers finally su cceed in their 
efforts to gain the throne, and the tru e sports­ 
m an likes to see the honors passed arou nd. 
Pre-series predictions were abou t equ ally di­ 
v ided so far as opinion as to the winner was con­ 
cerned. Many m aintained th a t Detroit was the 
stronger clu b, hav ing the edge on pitching and 
infield strength. O thers cou ld see nothing bu t 
the Cu bs continu ing their brilliant driv e th a t 
astou nded the baseball world by winning for 
them the National leagu e championship. Chica­ 
go fans gav e their team the edge on hitting and 
fielding. It is obv iou s, now th a t the series is ov er 
and the relativ e strength of the team s has been 
tested against the other, th a t both were mighty 
good. As close as were all of the games, one good 
swing th at did not materialize, bu t th a t m ight 
hav e easily been added, cou ld hav e changed the 
resu lt of any one of the games. 
One of the greatest celebrations in baseball his­ 
tory was staged in Detroit following the closing 
game. It was a fitting ending to an ex citing sea­ 
son of the great American sport which gets into 
the blood of ev en the most sedate.
